IRAN TROUBT.E GRAVE 
Three recent developmontfl In Europe und 
the Middle East deserve attention from the 
standpoint of mutual defense. They are noCiUl 
directly related to each other, but each bears 
Importantly on the delicate balance of power 
In that part of the world. 

First Is the news from Washington, backed 
up by reports from European capitals, that 
things could be better with the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization program for rearming 
Europe. 

It appears that original goals for some 
countries will not be met. England, caught 
In another of a series of economic crises, 
has indicated her defense production pro- 
gram will have to be rejigged In favor of more 
consumer goods, 

^ France, too. Is having serious money 
trouble, what with carrying on an expensive 
war in Indo-Chlna, among other things, and 
It seems all too likely that she will not be 
able to meet her NATO quotas. 

But while the material substance of the 
European defense program may be thinning 
'•out, the moral side has gotten a boost with 
the ratifying by the United States senate 
and the British parliament of the peace con- 
tract with West Germany. 

That's encouraging, although It atlU re- 
mains for the French and West German gov- 
emmenta to ratify. Many Frenchmen still 
have a deep fear of Germany, and of the In- 
dependence and potential strength which the 
contract would give the Bonn government, 

Soir}e of the German social democrats want 
.even greater strength than would be pro- 
vided under the contract and may try to 
hold out for It before ratifying. 
' There may be some rough sledding ahead 
in ttieas two countries, but the beginning 
made in England and In' this country marks 
the wa'' and leti & strong example to be 
lollowed. 

Meantime, far away to the southeast In 
Iran, there has developed a situation whose 
potential seriousness to the western nations 
cannot be underestimated. 

Iran, the oil-vital country directly, border- 
ing Russia on the south, has set up a strongly 
nationalistic government which Is voicing 
strong opinions against both England and 
the United States, 

Unofficial demands have been made for 
this country to withdraw both its military ad- 
"~TlflerB and officials of our point four program, 
which we were counting on to make ua 
friends. And now the Iranians have restated 
their claim to Bahrein Island,, In the Persian 
gulf, which la under British protection and 
whose rich oil lands are operated by American 
capital, , 

If Russia should take over Iran It would 
mean she had divided Ihirope from the Far 
East, had obtained for herself warm-water 
' ports and the rich Iranian oil Holds, and wa.i 
In a position to seriously threaten American 
oil holdings In that part of the world. 

The moderate. Independent London news- 
paper, "The Observer," says on the subject: 
"Of all the countries In the world Persia 
(Iran) seems most likely to fall under cnin- 
munlst domination by the Russians In the 
near future ... It In not exaKgerntlng In 
say that the clanger of events leading to a 
third world war Is greater In Pcrnla than 
111 Oermany, Yugoslavia, Korea or Indo- 
Chlna."'

"What education should wb give 
our ctilldren before they go to kin- ' 
dergarten?" A conscientious and 
amblUoua mother inquires About this 
with a view of sending her child to 
school equipped with the polae that 
Icnowledge beforehand beatowa. She 
would like a copy of the course of 
study so she can keep a step "ahead 
of the teacher. , 

That Is. In my experience, % b«d 
pracUce and without benefit to the 
child. To begin with, teaching 1* 
an art to be learned aa all other 
arts, by study, practice, sacrifice and 
labor. Mothers are not ao trained 
and to attempt the education of 
their children would be like at- 
tempting th6 medlc&i care ol thein. 
something they rarely try. The idea 
that ihybody can teach school aub- 
Jectj, developing tlie intellectual 
and spiritual atrenglh of boys and 
girls of any ose, la erroneous nod 
should be abandoned. 

There la certain instruction that 
only mdthers can give, and should 
give. This Instruction, well given, 
IircparcH the child's mlnQ for Uie 
work that the teacher will do. We 
hear a great deal, for example, about 
reading rcadlne.w. It la important. 
Tlinl readiness, can be forwarded by 
mothers and the child's progress 
nnd hit happlnesa in ichool for- 

Telllng stories to children Is a 
fitcp toward reading readiness. Pic- 
ture books are their first readers.

which Is levied on the manufactur- 

To obtain the federal grants for 
wildlife projects a state must con- 
tribute not le.-i-s than 25 per cent ot 
the cost.1 of projects selected by it 
but which must be approved by the 
fish and wildlife service. 

Including .stale funds expected to 
be made available, the fish and 
wildlife service estimated thot $13,- 
366,808 will be available to the states 
for wildlife work during 1653 and 
1953. \ 

The states' share, totalling 110, 
020,106 for this year Is 17,165.025 
below last year's total of $17,101,031. 
which was almost twice the ta,673,- 
517 which went to the stales for 
1050-51.
